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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

a. Group I, claim(s) 90-1 1 1, 1 14-120, and 123 drawn to a plurality of particles 
distributed in a waveguide in an increasing concentration such that a portion of light is 
scattered by the particles and emitted through a waveguide surface to provide a light 
gradient. 

b. Group II, claim(s) 121, drawn to a component designed and configured to allow 
emission of light through a waveguide surface wherein the component is sensitive to 
temperature, moisture, and/or electromagnetic field such that a change in ambient 
temperature, moisture and/or electromagnetic field results in a change in a color and/or 
intensity of light emitted from the surface. 

c. Group III, claims 125 and 126, drawn to a first portion of light emitted through a 
predetermined pattern on a waveguide surface and a second portion of light is emitted 
through an end of the waveguide. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I, II, and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Patent No. US 6,549,709 Bl 
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to De Dobbelaere et al. ("the 709 patent") discloses a flexible waveguide sheet 3 (e.g., see the 
Abstract of the 709 patent). Thus, a flexible waveguide sheet or a flexible waveguide material 
cannot be considered a "special technical feature" because it is a structure known from the prior 
art. Accordingly, the independent claim(s) of Groups I, II, and II lack any common or 
corresponding special technical feature because there is no other limitation that could link them 
so as to form a single general inventive concept.
